Klan caused an executive order in the 
fire department and a protest to Chief 
of Police Fitzmorris yesterday.

PRODUCTION OF SOFT 
- COAL SHOWS DECLINE, 
U. S. SURVEY REPORTS 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Spe- 
cial.J—-The rate of production of soft 
coal has declined since the second week 
of December, according to the weekly 
report of the geological survey, with 
production of 11,495,000 tons. The de- 
cline began Dec. 12. when the output 


was limited by observance of miners’ 
election day, and has continued for rea- 
sons not apparent. 

Anthracite production in the week 
ended Dec. 16 is estimated at 2,197,000 
tons on the basis of 42,016 cars loaded, 
as reported by the railroads. This is 
the highest week's output for 1922. 

Production of beehive coke gained 
ground lost in the week preceding. 
The total output was 298,000 tons, an 
increase of 7,000 tons. 

The movement of coal over the great 
lakes has virtually ended for the sea- 
son. Cumulative dumpings of cargo 
coal over Lake Erie piers in the 1922 
season to Dec. 17 total 18,500,055 tons, 
which is 17.5 per cent leas than in 1921 
and 1920, and 15 per cent less than 
in 1919.

The United States needs the British West Indies, , 


but will get them only by agreement. Bismarck 
said that the eastern question was not worth the 
bones of a single Pomeranian grenadier. The 
Caribbean islands are not worth the bones of a 
single Illinois farmer boy. It is not conceivable 
that the United States would fight for them. We 
are not in the business of expansion by war. 

Nevertheless we need the islands and Great Brit- 
ain does not, and if international relations ever 
reach the point where real comity and justice pre- 
vail the arguments which the United States can 
address to Great Britain also may prevail. It is a 
test of international good judgment and fairness. 

The only need which America has for the islands, 
at least the only need which we advance, is mili- 
tary. That need is purely defensive. We could not 
usé the islands in an attack upon Creat Britain, 
The British can use them in an attack upon the 
United States. 

Geographically they are a natural part of the 
American realm. If they were situated with regard 
to Canadian possessions as they are to American 
holdings we might want them but would recognize

A rural correspondent writes that a state sef- 
ator, complaining of the defeat of the proposed 
new constitution, is particularly bitter againet 
Chicago’s opposition on the grounds of unfair rep- 
resentation. The senator protests that a large por 
tion of Roosevelt road, just out of Chicagé, in Du 
Page county, has been ruined by Chicago trucks, 
and to throw the cost of repairs on Du Page county 
would be rank injustice.

TURKS AGREE TO 
GIVE FREEDOM 
TO NON-MOSLEMS 


Parley Takes Recess 
for Christmas. 


LAUSANNE, Dec. 23-—The allied 
and Turkish delegates reached an*ac- 
cord today on the general clause of 
the near east peace treaty being ne- 
gotiated concerning the rights of the 
minority populations to enjoy free- 
dom under Turkish laws without dis- 
tinction as to nationality, religion, or 
language. 

In doing so they succeeded in ar- 
ranging their dispute over the em- 
ployment of the designation “‘ non-Mos- 
lems ” in all references to the minori- 
ties, the allies consenting to accept 
the appellation upon the agreement of 
the Turks that all the inhabitants 
of Turkey shall enjoy freedom. The 


_jallied delegates expressed the belief 


that the minorities in Turkey who are 
Moslem will receive ample protection 
under the primal clause of the treaty. 
The conference has taken a brief 
Christmas recess, until Tuesday after- 
noon, and there is general hope among 
the delegates that the two days’ respite 
will aid the leaders in finding paths of 
wisdom and progress. y

tion. Responsibility implies authority 
to prevent disaster.”

Lord 
Curzon, who will eat his plum pudding 
at Lausanne, instead of in London, 
may win Ismet Pasha over to a com- 
promoise during the Christmas holi- 
days.

Nadedjinsky colony Haywood ap 
proached the American relief adminic’ 
tration, asking for a medical wnit t« 
save the Americans. Col. Haskell ex 
pressed his willingness, provided th 
Russian government moved the colon; 
into Orenburg in the,Urals, in the nea 
east relief district, and furnished hou: 
ing facilities to the relief workers, wh 
would provide beds, food, and hea. 
This was not done. 

However, Haywood succeeded in ob- 
taining a medical unit from Russian 
urces, which is now coping with the 
situation. 

Haywood admits that the situation is 
serious, but he declares winter grain 
crops which the colony sowed are good 
and with more cash for industries, it is 
still possible to make a success. Hay- 
wood, declared the wobblies who are 
arriving, were told the truth about 
conditions, but nevertheless they are 
going to Siberia. 

How Haywood Explains It. 

Haywood gives numerous reasons 
for his failure. He says he discovered 
two drug fiends, three speculators and 
numerous adventurers among. the 
original outfit, and thirty have gone 
to America, including some of his best 
skilled workers, who could not adapt 
themselves to the situation and cli- 
mate. 

William Van Hofen has quit as chief 
engineer. Van Hofen declares he will 
devote himself to general engineering 
work with the soviets but not with the 
wobbly colony. 

: Sorry About His Bail. 


Haywood refused to see a correspond- 
ent from THE TRISUNE “or any other 
capitalistic newspaper,” as he put it. 
His friends say Haywood is growing 
very Russian and very gray. He drinks 
tea continually, talks Russian and has 
photographs of beautiful Russian wom- 
en on his walls. He declares he does 
not ever want to return to Chicago, 
but he is sorry that anybody is loser 
on account of his bail being forfeited. 

William Bross Lloyd, Winnetka mil- 
lionaire, who was recently pardoned 
from Joliet penitentiary, where he 
was serving a sentence for Red activ- 
ties, faces payment to the government 
of $20,000, the amount of Haywood’s 
forfeited bond.

'gource during the year now closing is 
| said to be $1,250,000 greater than dur- 
ing the preceding year, and with the 
proportionate increage in the succeed- 
‘ing years, made certain by the addi- 
tional mileage of hard roads and in- 
crease in population, there appears to 
| be little doubt that the proposed new 
| bond issue can be swung without add- 
| ing to the public tax burdens.

VIII., who, due to a gouty foot, had 
his shoes made extremely broad. It 
was not long before parliament was 
forced to issue another law limiting 
the width of shoes to six inches, 80 
absurdly broad did they become.

The first-year in which opera in Chicago has been guaranteed by what 
is at least semi-pubiic means has been evidenced by so much practical support 
—at the box office—that it is altogether likely that the stewards of the enter- 
prise will be enabled to continue along the same 
lines in seasons to come. f 
The new régime has struck out on a policy quite | 
different from any observed since Chicago organizéu | 
its own opera in 1910. That it has always been a 
Mesirable policy from the point of- view of the pa- 
trons is more arguable. In the old days it was the 
proudest boast of Chicago's opera that it introduced 
and made popular works not to be heard elsewhere 


in America, Its French list was a.record of brilliant 
achievement, not to be equaled in New York or Bos 


ton or anywhere else. This season seventeen operas 
have been presented so far out of the thirty 01 
thirty-two talked about at the beginning of the sea- 
son. Exactly one, “ Carmen,” is in the French list. 
One other has been Russian; two have been German 
the rest are Italian. Instead of being something 
different, the new Chicago company has become 
something much the same. 


One hears of other French works to come, 
“Manon” this week, “La Juive” on the last night 
of the year. “Romeo and Juliet” a bit later—per- 
haps. But “La Juive” has been denationalized and made Italian. + Perhaps 
that is why the company persists in advertising “ first time in Chicago” for it, 
though it has been given many times and by various organizations..

That the new company operates on a budget was widely afvertined, as 
being a guaranty on the part of the company that the money pledged for its 
support would not be wasted. It was a strong point, with some weaknesses, 
the weakest being that it could not be drawn with sufficient foresight to 
cover all the needs of the season. 

Under a budget system the artistic resources of the company are limited, 
and this has many times created a great deal of a problem. One is inclined to 
doubt whether the problegs has always been solved in the right way for the 
public—in other words, whether the company has invariably played up its 
limited assets in the best manner. 


The tenor section of the company is admittedly in numbers. For- 
rest Lamont, however, suddenly blossomed out into a big artist, being trans 
ners arr formed from a dependable, all around utility man 
into one of the fine voices of the season. Up to date, 
instead of being used frequently, he has been con- 
fined to the two German operas, which have had the 
least public support, and a few other minor appear- 
ances. Cyrena Van Gordon also made a great per- 
sonal success in German opera, though she also 
had a email part in “ Sniegurotchka,” and one ap- 
pearance in “Il Trovatore.”

existence. And with a loca] directorate working in codperation with a New 
York committee they could absolutely control the character of entertainment 
offered their respective communities. 

If, for instance, the Chamber of Commerce, the Woman's club, or the Little 
Theater group of Gouth Bend, Ind., or Syracuse, N. Y., or Portland, Ore., were 
sufficiently interested in the establishment of a local dramafic stock company 
that would worthily represent the town and do justice to the drama, it could, 
with the assistance of the New York managers’ organization committee, engage 
and establish such a company much more easily than the average stock com 
pany manager could do it—seeing he usually hag little capital and no guaran- 
tee, is limited to the lowest salaries for his actors and the lowest royalties for 
his plays. 

And if there were ten towns of similar size within a day’s ride of each 
other in the game territory, with similar civic ambitions, the P. M. A. could 
organize them into a circuit that not only would profit the organizers but offer 
the movies the only possible competition that will ever prove effective in re- 
establishing the theater in the minor centers.

Chaliapin Thrills Opera World. 

The appearance last Tuesday even 
ing of that remarkable figure in the 
American operatic world, Feodor Chali- 
apin, a Russian basso, was the occa- 
sion for the turning out of al) the fash- 
jonable and opera loving world. The 
Auditorium was full to the brim with 
an audience that was eager to show its 
appreciation to that great artist, for 
that he certainly is, in spite of his 60 
years and the fact that his voice is now 
not.in its original resonance. One for- 
gets everything else in his matchless 
impersonation of a cosmic entity like 
Mefistofele. ’ 

To see him that evening was one 
of the tremendous experiences offered 
by thé operatic stage. It made the 
many evenings spent at average shows 
seem trivial and tawdry. It made the 
ever pregent desire we Americans have 
to be amused, seem vapid and without 
form, It awakened a latent sense of 
art which is present in us, though not 
often aroused. ° 

In appearance Chaliapin is quite the 
most striking personality on the stage 
today. Six feet four inches in height, he 
is neyertheless so well proportioned 
that one doesn’t realize his size until 
he has to measuré up beside others in 
the scene, Then he so far overtops 
eVery one that I should think. in any 
less unreal, less fantastic part than 
that of the arch demon himself he 
would be almost grotesque. 

In the rdle of Mephisto his stature 
is of tremendous value. His makeup 
rendered him a huge god Pan, with 
pointed ears, and a wisp of beard at 
the tip of his chin. In the first scene. 
among the clouds, he seemed like the 
embodiment of wild nature. To his in- 
terpretation of the character, he 
brought a‘ wild, piercing, shri?! whistle, 
indescribably weird and thrilling, not 
to say unique.

Sitting up and looking as big as life 
and twice as natural, as our “ In Amer- 
ican” friends say, is the big gorilla 
that Herbert Bradjey shot, and back 
of him are Herbert himself and Mary, 
his wife, looking, as they might well 
look, pretty pleased with themselves. 
But the gentleman gorilla must have 
had his reticences about having his 
picture taken, even in death, for hold- 
ing the head—like some great horrible 
mask it looks—is Mr. Carl Akeley, head 
of the expedition. And there, at the 
start of the book, you get the essen- 
tials of “On the Gorilla Trail.” No, 
maybe not, for little Alice Bradley, 
aged 6, isn’t there.

Wails of Disappointment. 

The Nobel prize has never been 
awarded without wailings without. 
This. year is no exception. Jacinto 
Benavente, the Spanish dramatist, is 
perhaps the last man—well, then, the 
next to the last man—who was thought 
of for the honor. Thomas Hardy—the 
hope, and pride, of countless—has been 
passed over, and the honor has been 
bestowed upon a man who is not, 80 
far as readers of English know, much 
above the average of playwrights. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the will of the 
late munition maker and captain of 
finance, the prize is to go to some one 
whose work has made the world a bet- 
ter place to livein. It is, theoretically, 
an idealistic reward. Mayhap Sig. 
Benavente has done that, but his of- 
fices have not been made understand- 
able to those’ who have not had the 
opportunity of seeing him in his native 
Madrid. They do say that a week of 
honor to him was declared last year, 
and that he is carried about on shoul- 
ders, and that his path Is strewn with 
flowers—if not palms. He is treated 
there the way that any pronouncer of 
platitudes is treated in any civilized 
community. 

There is nothing which gives the 
world—in its mass—the lift that a few 
half truths spoken with prophetic seri- 
ousness does. I don’t say that Bena- 
vente speaks half-truths with prophetic 
seriousness. I do say, however, that the 
plays of his which have been trans- 
lated into English by his ardent ad- 
mirer, John Garrett Underhill, are 
simply plays—nothing more. They 
pronounce no t fundamental 
truths.

With probably the worst jacket in
